It Is Intended In this and follow- 


ing articles to Inquire what may be 
learned from non-Ulbllcal sources as 
to the practice of tlthe-glvlng among 
tho ancients: how far It was regard- 
ed as a duty to dedicate- property to 
the service of the gods, and In what 
proportion. 
The survey will begin 


•with Babylonia and some few other 
lands (Inhabited by (Semites—oniltt} 
Ing for the present the Hebrews— 
will puss on to Egypt; and then cross 
Into Europe to gather evidence from 
the records of Greece and Rome. 


1. Assyria. 
' The land between the Tigris and 
the Euphrates Is commonly spoken 
of as "the cradle of the huniaii race" 
in harmony with which, when I was 
steaming up the confluence 
of the 
two rivers some few years ago, the 
Intervening tongue of land was point- 
ed out as the site of the Garden of 
Eden. 
Thin 'had to be received • as 


"according to tradition" only. 
But 


on reaching the ruins of 
Babylon, 
there was something 
undoubtedly 


very ancient for the' eye to see. We 
"have read from childhood of the men 
who built the tower of Babel having 
bricks for stone, and 
bitumen 
for 
mortar. 
But though I have traveled 


round the world; la every country of 
Europe and of Asia; through North 
Africa and across America, It was 
not until descending to the excava- 
ted foundations of the reputed site 
of Nebuchadnezzar's palace and hang 
Ing gardens, that I ever saw bricks 
thousands of years old actually laid 
In bitumen. 


But tho antique objects at Baby- 


Ion most in harmony with' our sub 
ject were the tablets wrlten In cun> 
elfonn character In a language that 
for many centuries 
remained 
un< 


known. 
Very Interesting therefore 


it was to. mo at Bagdad to IJQ guest 
Jn the Consulate, in the very room 
as I was told, where Sir Henry Haw- 
Hnson . when living there as Consul 
General, pored over these 
tablets 


covered with what then were mystic 
characters and did so much towards 
tho discoveries In cuneiform litera- 
ture that made his name famous; 
and which has opened to us whole 11 
brarles of Information concerning the 
early peoples of Western Asia, Per- 
sla and Babylonia Assyria and Media 
Armenia and -Mesopotamia, In 
all 


of which countries cuneiform tablets 
Tiave been found. 


Cuneiform Letters. 
The arrow-headed or 
wedge-shap- 


ed characters called cuneiform were 
Impressed on tablets of moist 
clay, 


which, when dried. • were 
stowed 


away In royal book-houses, liko that 
of Sargan'g library nt Agane (about 
2000 B. C-). 
They were kept as re 


llgious records connected with tem- 
ples, while some were 
merchants' 


account's and contracts. 
Among the 


subjects treated of are mnglc formu- 
lae, charms, and hymns, also calen- 
dars and mythological poems, 
as 


well as works of history and chrono- 
logy. 


Many of these tablets have found 


their way. as did others before them, 
into the museums of London, Paris, 
and Berlin, and as read by Assyrlo- 
loglsts they throw much light upon 
Babylonia and the neighboring coun- 
tries whither Babylonian 
influence 


extended. 
Desiring to 
e able 
to 


quote from "chapter and verse" 
1 


made my way to the Assyrian 
de- 
partment of the British Museum, and 
was kindly Informed by Dr. Budge, 
the Curator, concerning some half- 
dozen tablets, 
the 
numbers 
of 


which were given me, that: 


555 B. C. 


Nalionldus (G55-G38 B. C.) paid to 


the temple of the Sun-god on the Ii 
day of the month Slvan In his acces- 
clon year. f> tnnna of gold for .tithe 
—the gold being paid in the

gate of the temple. 
Again. Belsh- 
azzar. son of Nabonldus. 
paid 
27 
shekels of silver as a tithe for the 
daughter of a king, on the 5th day 
of Ab. year 17 of 
Nabonldus.

third tablet states that Nergalnatslr 
pave an ox to tho temple 
for 
hla 
tithe. 
A fourth says that a govcr 


notir and anotner official, 
together 


paid a tithe. 
A fifth states that two 
thirds of a mana and 5 shekels 
o 


silver were given to tho gods 
Bel 
Ncbo. Norgal and Ishtar 
(lady o 
Erech) as tithe, whilst a sixth 
re- 


cords that tithe for the eleventh amf 
twelfth years of the reign of Nabonl 
dus were paid by certain Individuals 


Hence. Dr. Budge says, there 
is 


evidence that the tithe could be an 
nual. that it could be. and was, com 
monly paid in kind, that two or moro 
Individuals could unite in paying 
tithe, and that a tithe could be offer 
ed to a number of gods collectively. 
I learned also In the 
department, 


from Dr. TheophlluB Pinches, 
that 


th'» mention of tenth parts occurs on 
tablets which were undoubtedly cop- 
ies of 
bl-llngual 
phrase 
tablets 


drawn up 2200 B. C. or earlier, and 
representing the legal expression cur- 
rent among the scribes at that time; 
and I was encouraged to hope that 
when more of the tablets now In the 
British Museum are transcribed and 
published. It will be regarded as cer- 
tain that tithes wero given In early 
Babylonia to the temples of the gods 
2100 B. C., and probably earlier. 


•Meanwhile Professor Masporo tells 


of religious endownments alxo 
an- 


cient Chaldoa. Buying: 
"King 
in 


'oundlng a temple not only bestowed 
ipon It the objects and furniture re- 
tuircd but they assigned to It 
an 


annual Income from the 
treasury, 
slaves, or cultivated lands." 
Also of spoils of war, he says: "As 
soon ns he (the king) had triumph- 
ed by their (the gods') command, he 
nought before all else to reward them 
amply for their aHslstance. Ho paid 
a tithe of the spoil into the coffers 
nf their treasury, he made over 
n 


liart of the conquered country 
to 


:liclr domain, he granted them a tale 
of the prisoners to cultivate 
their 


lands or to work nt their buildings." 


In his later volume Masporo turn- 


shes .some Interesting items 
upon 


.kilo-giving by 
Tukiiltlnbale.sharra. 


or as we bettor know him, Tlglath 
t'lleser: 
"We see him lavishing of- 


ferings on tho gods, and enriching 
their temples with the spoils of his 
victories."

esor. after fighting In 'tho country 
north of the Tigris, concratt.'d 
the 


tenth of tho spoils thus received to 
the use of his god Asshur anil also 
to namman." And once moro; near 
the thus:

The testimony of Gcorgo Smith, an 


eminent Assyrlologist, In Ills "An- 
cient History from tho Monuments." 
is much to the.same effect. He says, 
"The priesthood formed a privileged 
class; they lived on tho ' revenues 
of the temples and tho offerings of 
worshippers, while they were direct- 
ly interested in war, as a portion of 
the spoil was dedicated tiJ tlie tem- 
ples." 
And again: "Marching* down 


to Habylan, TJIglatHi 1'jlcsd- 
pro- 


claimed, himself king of Babylon and 
king of Sumlr and Akkad: offering 
magnificent sacrifices on the nation- 
al altars."

After these examples I have the 


pleasure of quoting from Dr. Sayce, 
Professor of Assyrlology at Oxford, 
who wrote to me in a letter on our 
subject: 
"The esra r titho was a 


Babylonian Institution' which 
wan 


paid to tho temples upon tho produco 
of the land, as stated In my 'Social 
Life .among the Assyrians and Baby- 
lonians'. 
The tempi!; pnd priests 


were supported by the contributions 
of tho people—partly obligatory and 
partly voluntary. 
Tho 
most 
Im- 


portant among them were the 'tithes' 
paid upon all produce. 
The tithes 


were contributed by all clases of the 
population, from the king to the peas- 
ant;and 'lists exist which record tho 
amounts severally due from the ton- 
ants of an estate., The tithes were 
paid for the niobt part In corn. Thus 
we find a 'Babylonian paying about 
eleven bushels of corn to the temple 
of the Sun-god (at Slppara) as 
tho 


tithes required from 
him 
for tho 


year. 
The tithes paid to the same 


temples by Xabonidus. Just after his 
accession (B. C.) 
amounted 
to as 


much as six manchs of gold, 
or 


£840. • Voluntary BlftH were com- 
mon, and were often made In 
pur- 


suance of a vow or in gratitude for 
recovery from 
sickness. 
Among 


such gifts various articles of dross 
were Included, with which tho Imag- 
es of the gods were adorned." 
Tho 


professor observes also In Ills "Pat- 
riarchal • Palestine" that Cryns and 
Cnmbyses did not regard their for- 
eign origin as affording any pretext 
for refusing to pay tithes 
to 
the 


gods of the kingdoms they had over- 
thrown.

CHARLES HOLT 


DESCRIBES SCENE 


The Hanging of Maybury in an Early 


Day Is Recalled by the 


Vetsran Editor. 


The Kankakoo (111.) Gazette, ed- 


dlted by Charles Holt, who was edi- 
tor of the Janesvlllc Gazette "forty 
years ago" has the following account 
of a lynching bee which occurred in 
this city back in tho "fifties." 


Mr. Clms. Holt of tho Gazette, re- 


calls an Incident which ls|a part of 
the early history of Janesvllle, Win. 
In which he and 
John V. Thomas 


figured. 
A man named Mnytiury 


was taken from the Rock county Jail 
one noon and hung. 
H'e was a lum- 


ber rafter and had murdered a farm- 
er In a brutal manner on the high- 
way to get the latter's money. The 
mob was composed largely of farm- 
ers dead set on 
taking 
summary 


revenge. 
The murderer had been

NEARLY COMPLETE 


Rock River Cotton Company Install- 


ing New Machinery in 


Bleaching. 


A large amount of machinery Is be- 


ing set up In the new addition to the 
Rock River Cotton company's plant, 
and the work, of finishing the Inter- 
ior Is going forward as rapidly as 
possible. 


On the lower floor which will bo 


the bleachcry. much of the cleaning, 
whitening and drying apparatus ha* 
already been put In place. 


Bleaching Machinery 


One of the largest machines
